There  is  no  power  resldlnc  tai  any 
government  that  does  not  reside  in  the  people 
governed.  In  the  last  analysis  it  is  ttie  people 
who  are  the  arehlteete  of  their  own  forCmiee. 
Where  governments  interfere  great  expectations 
are  aramed  and  aimost  invariably  great  <j(isap- 
pointmrata  follow.  That  would  unqueatkmably 
be  the  case  with  health  insurance.
